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PKEFACE. 

The author of this humble production does not presume to 
Offer it to the Sanskrit-reading public as a poem which can in any 
way attract their attention. As he was reading Mr. Barnett's 
"Life of Her Majesty Queen Victoria," (to which excellent work 
he is indebted for the facts alluded to in the notes,) it occurred to 
him that the main features of so noble a life, if embodied in 
Sanskrit stanzas of simple diction, might exert a beneficial influ- 
ence on the minds of the girls of this Coast who generally study 
Sanskrit in their early years. His object, .therefore, is not to 
excite admiration, but simply to serve the above purpose. He has 
purposely avoided flourishes of rhetoric as well as sentimental 
exaggerations which characterize Sanskrit literature as a rule. At 
the same time, it will be seen that he has not discarded a rhetori- 
cal embellishment when it naturally occurs.

No one but himself ever lifted her from her bed to her sofa, 
and he always helped to wheel her on her bed or sofa into the 
next room. 
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1. The Prince was skating in Buckingham Palace Gardens when the 
ice suddenly gave way, and he was immersed in deep water. Her 
Majesty was the only person who had sufficient presence of mind to 
render him any material assistance. 2. Her Majesty and her husband 
entered into the pleasures of the people, and their influence upon the 
stage was a healthful one. The theatres to which they went were 
purified by their presence ; and evils which had been the growth of 
years disappeared. 3. Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, was born on 
the 9th November, 1841. 4. Prince Albert's care for Her Majesty 
was like that of a mother ; nor could there be a kinder, wiser, more 
judicious nurse.

1. At the birth of th£ Princess Royal, the previous wet-nurse re- 
ceived £ 500 • but on the birth of the Prince of Wales all the gratuities 
were doubled. 2. Her Majesty was pleased to notify to the Home 
Secretary that those convicts who had behaved well should have their 
punishment commuted ; and that those deserving this clemency on 
board the various hulks should have their liberty at once granted them. 
3. When the baby Prince was a month old Her Majesty issued a 
patent creating 'our most dear son 1 Prince of Wales, Earl of Chester 
&c. &c. 4. In 1842 the English were at war with Afghanistan and 
China, and the British arms ultimately triumphed. 5, John Francis 
and William Bean, two miscreants, made unsuccessful attempts to 
assassinate Her Majesty by shooting within a few weeks of each other.

1. Her Majesty's happy delivery was announced in the a Times " 
in precisely forty minutes after it had taken place at Windsor Castle ; 
and as this was the first occasion on which the electric telegraph 
had been so used, the rapid publication of the news was considered 
very surprising. 2. Her Majesty got a new mansion built at Osborne 
which was not far from London, but had all the advantages of a 
country house. 3. Her Majesty set out with fche Prince Consort on 
her first visit to Germany, and was met at Malines by the King and 
Queen of the Belgians who escorted them through their dominions 
to Venders and Aix-la-Chapelle, where the King of Prussia was in 
readiness to receive them. 4. One can imagine the delight with which 
Her Majesty viewed the various places dear to the Prince's youth 
which he pointed out to his wife.

1. Her Majesty and the Prince took up their residence at the palace 
of B-osenan, occupying the very room in which the Prince was born. 
Five or six days of pleasure now followed, husband and wife going 
about together everywhere. 2. Prince Albert's Birth-day was celebra- 
ted there, and Her Majesty wrote thus : * To celebrate this dear day 
in my beloved husband's country and birth-place is more than I ever 
hoped for.' 3. When Her Majesty and the Prince reached their home 
at Osborne, there stood the four children looking like roses, so well 
and so fat. 4. Her Majesty's third daughter, Princess Helena Augusta 
Victoria, was born on the 25th of May 1846. 5. The Government 
was defeated on its Irish Coercion Bill; and Her Majesty felt the part- 
ing with Peel and Lord Aberdeen most keenly. But she had still one 
person on whose counsel she could rely, and one far dearer to her 
than her ministers.

1. While Prince Albert was gone to Liverpool to open the Albert 
Dock there, Her Majesty wrote to Baron Stockmar: 'I feel very lonely 
without my dear master. It will always cause a terrible pang for me 
to be separated from him even for two days.' 2. On the 18th of 
August, 1846, Her Majesty, the Prince Consort, and several members 
of the Royal Family, embarked on board the Victoria and Albert for a 
sail down the Channel, and visited Weymouth, Babbicombe, Mount 
Edgcumbe and several other interesting places. 3. On the 28th of 
February, 1847, Prince Albert was elected Chancellor of the University 
of Cambridge. 4. In August 1847, Her Majesty and the Prince again 
visited Scotland.

1. The policy of Louis Philippe had long rendered the King very 
unpopular. The public discontent now found vent in revolution, and 
the dynasty was swept away, and a republic proclaimed. The proud 
Monarch succeeded in escaping to England and paid a private visit to Her 
Majesty, by whom he was received in the most affectionate and hospi- 
table manner. 2. The effects of the revolutionary spirit were felt in other 
countries — Italy, Spain, Prussia, and Austria. In the midst of the gen- 
eral solicitude for the peace of England during this time of convulsion, 
Her Majesty was delivered of her fourth daughter, Princess Louise Caro- 
line Alberta, on the 18th March, 1848. 3. 'Life and death are ever 
close together.' Only a few days after the birth of the Princess Louise, 
came the record of the death of the Princess Sophia,* the youngest sur- 
viving daughter and twelfth child of George IIL and Queen Charlotte. 
4. Chartist disturbances were expected at this time, and there was 
considerable discontent over the income-tax and the increased grants for 
the army and navy. On the 13th of March a Chartist meeting was 
held on Kensington Common. The military and other authorities of 
Her Majesty's Government acted with promptitude, and the leaders of 
the movement having been arrested, the agitation subsided. 
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1. Her Majesty and the Prince Consort, accompanied by the Prince 
of Wales, the Princess Royal, Prince Alfred, and suite, again set out 
for Scotland on the 5th of September 1848, their destination on this 
occasion being Balmoral Castle. 2. On their way back, the royal 
party witnessed a sad accident in the Channel. Her Majesty's yacht 
passed the frigate Grampus which had just returned from her station 
in the Pacific. The day was misty and stormy, but five women, rela- 
tives of the men on board the Grampus, had gone out in a small boat 
to meet royal party, when a sudden squall swamped the boat which 
capsized. Prince Albert was the first person to realize what had 
occurred. Her Majesty was quite overcome. The royal yacht was 
stopped, and one of its boats lowered, which picked up three women, 
two of whom were unfortunately dead. 3. A formidable rebellion 
had broken out in the Punjab, and Sir Charles Napier was sent out to 
India ; but before his arrival, Lord Gough had encountered the com- 
bined forces of the enemy at Gujerat, and totally defeated them. The 
rebellion was suppressed and the Punjab was annexed to Her Majesty's 
British possessions in India.

1. While Her Majesty was driving out in an open carriage with three 
of her children, one William Hamilton, who stood within the railings 
of the Green Park, discharged a pistol in the direction of the Queen. 
He was sentenced to seven year's transportation. 2. Her Majesty's 
long-wished-for visit to Ireland was paid in August 1849. 3. Her 
Majesty was much struck by the beauty of the Irish women. 4. Her 
Majesty went to Scotland and stayed in her Highland home for about 
six weeks, enjoying, with her husband and children, real privacy. 5. 
Her Majesty's third Son, Prince Arthur William Patrick Albert, Duke 
of Connaught, now Commander-in-Chief of Bombay, was born on the 
1st of May, 1850, the eighty-first Birth-day of the Duke of Wellington.

$#! fft: I *fn$<fh ffCffl | 4 « The year 1852 was one of appalling 
disasters' Early in January the splendid Mail steam-ship Amazon 
was destroyed by fire, and 140 persons perished. Another fearful 
catastrophe occurred in April, when Her Majesty's steam troop-ship 
Birkenhead went down near the Gape of Good Hope, and about 436 
lives were lost. A third catastrophe was the bursting of the Bilberry 
reservoir, by which nearly 100 persons perished and more than 7,000 
persons were instantly rendered destitute ; the total damage was esti- 
mated at £ 600,000. Her Majesty was greatly moved on learning of 
these dire calamities. 
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1 On the 16th September, 1852, Her Majesty received the intelli- 
gence of the death of the greatest of her subjects. The illustrious 
Wellington, 'the great Duke/ had passed away at Walmer, after a few 
hour's illness, and with no suffering, at the patriarchal age of eighty- 
three. Keenly did Her Majesty feel this great loss, and she spoke ^of 
him as 'England's, or rather Britain's, pride, her glory, her hero, the 
greatest man she had ever produced.' 2. On the 19th of March 1853, 
a disastrous fire broke out in Windsor Castle. Fortunately the flames 
were subdued and the injury was confined to the ceilings of the dining- 
room in the Prince of Wales' Tower. Her Majesty's principal treasures 
were removed in safety on the announcement of the outbreak. 3. 
Her Majesty's fourth son, Prince Leopold George Duncan Albert, Duke 
of Albany, was born on the 7th April, 1853. He has two children, and 
died in 1884. 4. On the 21st of June there was a splendid military 
spectacle at Chobham, when a sham fight and a series of military 
manoeuvres were carried out before Her Majesty, Prince Albert &c. Her 
Majesty excited great admiration as she rode down the lines, dressed in 
a half-military riding-habit, and mounted on a splendid ebony steed. 
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1. Early in July, various members of Her Majesty's family were 
attacked with measles. The Prince of Wales was the first sufferer, but he 
was quickly convalescent ; Prince Albert suffered more virulently • the 
Princess Royal and the Princess Alice took the infection mildly, and 
Her Majesty also suffered from a very mild attack of the disorder. 
All happily recovered without any serious consequences, under judici- 
ous treatment. 2. There was about this time loud talk about Court 
prejudice and intrigue, and it was openly said that Prince Albert was 
acting as a hostile influence 'behind the Throne 1 against the wishes of 
the people. The feeling was now as strong against the Prince as it 
had been in his favor a few years before. Her Majesty wrote to Lord 
Aberdeen : 'In attacking the Prince, who is one and the same with the 
Queen herself, the Throne is assailed.' 3. In January 1854, when 
Parliament met, the calumnies against the Prince were completely 
refuted by Lord Aberdeen in the House of Lords, and by Lord John 
Russell in the House of Commons. Her Majesty heartily rejoiced when 
the clouds lifted. 
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1. War was now declared against Russia, and Her Majesty was much 
touched over the farewell to her gallant troops setting out for the East. 
2. Her Majesty accompanied by Prince Albert, visited the wounded 
soldiers at Chatham. She distributed medals to some of the heroes of 
the war in the East. 3. Her Majesty, as well as the whole Europe, 
was startled by the sudden news of the death of Emperor Nicholas, 
an event due as much to the failure of his plans in the Crimea as to 
the chilling influences of the 'Generals, January and February. 1 4. In 
April the Emperor and Empress of the French arrived at Windsor 
Castle on a visit to Her Majesty, and in August she went over to

The new house at Balmoral was sufficiently advanced for occupation, 
and as Her Majesty entered the hall, an old shoe was thrown after 
her for good luck, which indeed resulted in the happy news of Sebas- 
topol being in the hands of the Allies reaching her while staying there. 
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1. Guns were fired and bonfires lit, and there was a great scene of 
excitement in this distant corner of the Highlands. 2. Her Majesty's 
fifth daughter and Jast and ninth child, Princess Beatrice Mary Victoria 
Feodore, was born on the 14th of April 1857. 3. The terrible news of 
the mutiny in India and the massacre at Cawnpore reached Her 
Majesty and grieved her very much. 4. Severe measures were adopted 
to avenge the native cruelties, and the mutiny was happily suppressed. 
In the succeeding year Her Majesty assumed the direct control and 
Government of India. 5. On the 24th of January, 1858, the Princess 
Royal was married to Prince Frederick William of Prussia, now the 
Grown Prince of Germany. 
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1. Her Majesty and the Prince Consort crossed over to Antwerp in 
the royal yacht and proceeded to pay a visit to their daughter in her 
German home. When the time came for parting, it* was more keenly 
felt by the Queen than had been the original separation; for, she wrote: 
'All would be comparatively easy were it not for the one thought, that 
I cannot be with her at that very critical moment when every other 
mother goes to her child.' 2. The first grand-child of the Queen was 
born at Berlin on the 27th of January 1859. Her Majesty paid a 
visit to the ancestral States of the Saxe-Coburg-Gothas. One sorrow- 
ful event occurred, which threw a gloom over the visitors : this was the 
death of the Dowager Duchess of Coburg, the mother of the Prince 
Consort. 3. The Prince Consort had a narrow escape from a very 
serious carriage accident during Her Majesty's stay at Coburg. In 
gratitude for the Prince's preservation, she founded a charity to 
provide for young men and young women of good character, suitable 
provision on their marriage and settlement in life. 4. Her Majesty had 
an attack of a very severe cold with sore throat. She had never been so 
seriously unwell since her childhood. 5. During her enforced inactivi- 
ty, Lady Churchill read to her Tfw mill on the Floss, and she happily 
made a good and quick recovery. 
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1. The Duchess of Kent in her seventy-sixth year was all of a 
sudden seized with a shivering fit. Her Majesty remained by the side 
of her mother holding the beloved hand; and when the Duchess 
breathed her last ? the Queen, convulsed with sobs, fell on the hand and 
covered it with kisses. 2. f^Rff ^^ | 'f^n frfc W? f?W- I 
Stern fate made Her Majesty a widow at forty-two. 3. There was not 
a house in the land that was not saddened by the news. All diversi- 
ties of social rank and feeling were united in one spontaneous mani- 
festation of sympathy with the widowed Queen and the bereaved family* 
4. The marriage of Princess Alice to Prince Louis of Hesse — which had 
been delayed by the Prince Consort's death — took place at Osborne on 
the 1st of July, 1862, the ceremony being of a private character. Her 
Majesty attended in deep mourning habit. 5. The Prince of Wales 
married Princess Alexandria of Denmark on the 10th of March, 1863. 
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1. An alarming carriage accident happened to Her Majesty on the 7th 
of October, as she was returning with the Princesses Alice and Helena 
from an expedition to Altnaginthasac. The usual coachman, Smith, 
was driving the royal party, but after proceeding about two miles in 
the darkness, though along a good road, the carriage turned over on its 
side, and all the occupants were precipitated to the ground. The 
Queen's face was a good deal bruised. 2. A few days afterwards Her 
Majesty went to Aberdeen to unveil the statue of her lamented husband. 
She trembled during the ceremony, which was the first she had attend- 
ed in public since her widowhood. 3. The remains of the lamented 
Prince Consort were removed from the vault beneath St. George's 
Chapel to the noble mausoleum at Frogmore, whither Her Majesty, 
accompanied by all the members of the Eoyal Family, proceeded on the 
14th of December, the anniversary of the Prince's death, and where a 
devotional service was held. 
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1. A joyful but unexpected event occurred at Fragmore on the 8th 
of January 1864, when the Princess of Wales was prematurely confined 
of a son, Prince Albert Victor. The event had not been expected 
until March. Her Majesty was immediately apprised of the happy news 
of the birth of a direct heir to the Crown. 2. On the 5th of July, 
1866, Her Majesty's third daughter, the Princess Helena, was married 
to Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein. 3. In October Her Majesty 
evinced her interest in the sanitary concerns of the people by opening 
the fine new water-works at Aberdeen. On the 20th of May, 1867, 
Her Majesty in person laid the first stone of the Hall of Arts and 
Science at Kensington Gore. 4. The Duke of Edinburgh, while ac- 
cepting the hospitality of the friends of the Sailor's Home at Cloutarf , 
New South Wales, was shot in the back by one O'Earrell. The 
wound, happily, was not fatal : the ball was extracted, and in eight 
days the Duke was sufficiently recovered to go on board his ship. 
5. Her Majesty's fourth daughter, the Princess Louise, was married 
to John Marquis of Lome, eldest son of the Duke of Argyll, on the 
21st of March, 1871. 
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1. When Her Majesty returned to Windsor on the 25th of 
November from her visit to Balmoral, She was met by the disturbing 
news that a feverish attack from which the Prince of Wales had for 
some time been suffering, had assumed a grave aspect. On the 8th of 
December a very serious relapse having occurred, the life of his Royal 
Highness was in imminent danger. By the Queen's desire, special 
prayers were used on and after the 10th in all Churches. The National 
anxiety continued until the night of Wednesday, the 14th — the anni- 
versary of the Prince Consort's death — when there was a slight ameliora- 
tion of the worst symptoms. From that day forward the Prince con- 
tinued gradually to recover. The 27th of February 1872, was observed 
as a day of national thanksgiving for the Piince's recovery. A more 
joyous and successful celebration was never witnessed in London. 

2. On the 23rd of January, 1874, Her Majesty's second son, the Duke 
of Edinburgh was married to the Grand Duchess Marie of Russia, the 
ceremony taking place in the Winter Palace at St. Petersburg. In the 
succeeding March, the royal couple made a public entry into London. 
The Queen, with the Duchess and the Duke of Edinburgh and Princess 
Beatrice,drove through the streets of the metropolis in an open carriage. 

3. In 1876, the Royal Titles Bill was passed, and Her Majesty was 
proclaimed Empress of India. 
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1. A statue of the Prince Consort was placed in the Albert Memo- 
rial on the 9th of March. 2. Her Majesty's second daughter, Princess 
Alice, passed away on the 14th of December, 1878, the seventeenth 
anniversary of her father's death. 3. In March 1879, Her Majesty's 
third son, the Duke of Connaught was married to the Princess Louise 
of Prussia. 4. The last month of 1880 and the early months of 1881 
were signalized by three great losses in English literature and politics, 
George Elliot, Carlyle, and the Earl of IJeaconsfield having died one 
after another. 5. The marriage of the Duke of Albany to Princess 
Helen of Waldeck-Pyrmont was celebrated on the 27th of April 1882, 
in the presence of Her Majesty and the Royal Family. 6. When the 
Egyptian war broke out the Duke of Connaught was amongst the 
officers who accompanied Sir Garnet Wolseley into Egypt. The 
progress of the campaign was watched with much solicitude by Her 
Majesty. A telegram arrived at last : 'A great victory; Duke safe and 
well;' and this was succeeded by a fuller one containing the words, 
•the Duke of Connaught is well and behaved admirably, leading his 
brigade to the attack. 1 
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1. In March 1883, while Her Majesty was at Windsor Castle, she slip- 
ped upon some stairs, and, falling, sprained her knee. The accident was 
at first regarded as of slight consequence, but it became the source of much 
pain and inconvenience. Eventually these ill effects passed away, but not 
until the expiration of a year from the time of the accident. 2. A. great 
trial befell Her Majesty in 1884 by the untoward death of her youngest 
son, the Duke of Albany. 3. On the 23rd of July, 1 885, the marriage of 
the Princess Beatrice with Prince Henry of Battenberg was celebrated 
in the presence of Her Majesty, the Royal Family, and a distinguished 
party of English Nobility and others. "With this wedding the Queen saw 
the last of her children united in bonds of matrimony. 4. On the 24th 
of March, 1886, Her Majesty laid the foundation stone of the new Medical 
Examination Hall of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons. 
The Colonial and Indian Exhibition — the most successful and extensive 
of a series of admirable Exhibitions at South Kensington — was opened 
by Her Majesty on the 4th of May. A few 'Says after this the Queen 
visited Liverpool, where she opened an International Exhibition of 
Navigation, Commerce, and Industry. On the 10th of June she opened 
the Royal Holloway College for Women at Mount Lee, Egham. 
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1. The sons and daughters of Her Majesty have already become , 
parents of thirty-four princes and princesses, twenty-nine of whom are 
now living. 2. Her Majesty having succeeded to the throne, on the 
disease of her Uncle King William IV., on the 20th of June 1837, we are 
now passing through the fiftieth year of her glorious reign. 3. The Boyal 
Jubilee is being celebrated in Her Majesty's vast Indian Empire with 
unusual enthusiasm by all castes and creeds. 4. This Empire, i e. 
India* ipgg 5 means also a mystical diagram which snake-charmers draw 
as a protection and from which serpents always keep away.
